4.M. Desth was caused by a gun 
shot wound. The wound was described 
as has been stated in the Gazerre. 
Entering two inches left of the median 
live coming out between the 12th and 
13th rib ranging slightly to the left pen- 
etrating the diaphragm, stomach and 
left kidney. The wound was neces- 
sarily fatal. Geo. A. Rankin, County 
Attorney, was sworn and testified as 
to four bullet holes the ‘same 
as he did before the Coroner. Oross 
exatuined by Dickson, ho said the per- 
son who fired the bullet through the 
window and into the next house must 
have stood between the door aud the 
corner of the table. The range of the 
bullet made in the ehair was the same 
as that of the bullet hole in the north 
wall. Questioned by Webster. He 
thinks it was fired from some point 
east of the one that went through the 
window. 

Dr. Lewis recalied—Showed the 
bullet he took from Scoville's body 
and said it weighed 160 grains. Found 
no powder stains on Scoville's clothes. 
with two 
rings around the base and one around 
the point. It has six longitudinal 
grooves. The butt is square. The 
ball from the wall of Havenor's house 
has the same marks except that the 
point and one side is battered, and is 
of the same weight within a trifle. He 
thinks the ball which struck Scoville 
ranged downward, because if he had 
been stooping it would almost neces- 
sarily have involved the ribs. The 
ball traveled about 10 inches in the 
body and fell 44¢ inches. 

H. Scoville testified that his of as 
5 feet 9 or 10 inches high.
